"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature recognizes that the state
has conmmtted itself to providing educational opportunities to students
until age twenty-one or until they receive a high school diplonm,
whi chever occurs first. The | egislature further recognizes that the
pur pose of education reform has been to assure that all students are
provi ded a rigorous educational experience that will prepare themfor
college or the work force. The |egislature understands, however, that
all students have different learning styles and learn at different
rates and that sonme may require nore tinme to earn a diplom than the

standard four years of high school. For these older students, the
| egi sl ature recognizes that additional opportunities outside of the
traditional high school classroom my be necessary. It is the intent

of the legislature to explore what I|earning environnents are best
suited to hel ping students access the know edge and skills necessary to
becone col |l ege or career ready.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. (1) To the extent funds are appropriated,
the office of the superintendent of public instruction in conjunction
wi th the higher education coordinating board and the state board for
community and technical colleges, shall convene a work group to explore
the creation of college and career readiness centers as a way to
provide additional |Ilearning opportunities for students in mddle
school, high school, and beyond high school, up to age twenty-one, who
are at a risk of not graduating fromhigh school with their peers. The
work group shall, at a mninmum consider the foll ow ng issues:

(a) Were coll ege and career readi ness centers should be | ocated;

(b) How to best adm nister the educational programat the centers
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in order to provide students with a flexible |earning environnment that
accommodat es the needs of students, including instructional activities
and support;

(c) How students, parents, and the comunity should be provided
i nformati on about coll ege and career readi ness centers;

(d) Funding nmechani snms for college and career readi ness centers;

(e) Eligibility criteria for college and career readi ness centers;
and

(f) How a community-school district partnership involving parents,
youth organi zations, institutions of higher education, and other
comunity | eaders of comunity organi zations could be brought together
to help inplenent college and career readiness centers that would
support students with diverse learning styles and strategies who nmay
have uni que problenms and barriers to success in public high schools.
I n considering the devel opnent and inplenentation of a comunity-school
district partnership, the wrk group shall consider and nake
recommendations regarding the use of denonstration projects to pilot
this option, including a time frame and cost for inplenentation.
